Wilson, 
but some 
articles,

string of pearls, valued at $12, was 
missing. 
The t WA) confessed culprits were 
taken to the Thompson home Thurs­ 
day afternoon by Officers Wilson and 
Kasparvich, and a 
thorough search 
marie for the missing articles, which 
included a silver pencil, a set of gold 
cuff links, four rings and a string of 
pearls. 
One of the cuff links was found on 
the floor in 
an 
upstairs room, but 
none of the other 
missing 
article* 
was recovered. 
The boys said they 
had thrown the mate to the cuff link 
away as they came toward Gettys­ 
burg, and 
the officers 
set out on a 
search for the missing link. 
Pearls Are Found 
Near Twin Bridges, at the side of 
the concrete road, the cuff link was 
found, and in a field some distance 
farther on, after a 
search

horn's, the officers found the string of 
ja*arls. 
No effort was made to find 
the pencil and wrist watch band. 
Later in the day, the boys said the 
four rings they had taken were over­ 
looked by Detective Wilson when he 
searched them after their arrest, and 
when they were placed in jail they 
disposed of the rings 
by

drain pipe of the 
shower bath in

corridor. 
They declared they 
had

Sheriff Shoaler said an effort would 
be made to secure the rings, but it is 
considered doubtful if they will be re­ 
covered, officers say.

federate plan, the 
Union 
artillery 
ceased firing and made ready for the 
infantry charge. 
The Confederates, 
thinking the Union artillery had been 
j silenced because of lack of ammuni­ 
tion, dashed across the field and the 
slaughter followed. 
Brigadier General Armistead was 
mortally wounded and died the fol­ 
lowing Sunday in a private home of 
town. 
Gen. Garnett Falls 
Thirty feet from the wall of the 
Union forces, a brave and courageous 
general, leading and driving his Con­ 
federate troops to their utmost, fell 
with a bullet hole in his breast. 
He 
fell to the ground and a Grey clad 
! soldier stepped across his body and 
'continued on, while from under the 
feet of the oncoming Confederates 
this brave officer consumed his last 
bit of energy in encouraging his men 
—it was General Garnett. 
Brigadier General Kemper was se­ 
verely wounded, but lived to become 
governor of Virginia. 
Of the fifteen regiments under Gen­ 
eral Pickett, eight of the 15 colonels 
were killed and seven were wounded. 
On the northern side of the battle 
line, Lt.-Col. Tchudy of the 69th Penn­ 
sylvania Regiment was killed. Colonel 
Kane paid the supreme sacrifice. 
General Hancock was wounded, and 
the battle continued. 
A sabre thrust 
and the butt of a rifle cracked against 
a musded-bodv and another trooper 
fell., 
—And then after more tha^i five 
hours of hitter conflict, the Grey clad 
troops 
withdrew. 
They 
retreated 
step by step, fighting as they sought 
to return to their former position. 
—And from Seminary Ridge, a pair 
of flaming blue eyes under a crop 
of pure white hair perceived the re­ 
sults of the battle. 
Tears welled 
those blue eyes of an aged man and 
he .stepped out to meet his defeated 
troops. 
______ 
“Get together, men, this has all 
l>een my fault,” said General Robert 
K. Lee as he received his courageous 
men 
upon 
their return 
from 
the 
Angle. Their cause was lost and they 
knew it. 
The aged veteran sought 
to allay any fears of disaster by his 
encouraging remarks and for hours he 
mingled with his men, restoring lost 
hope for a cause that they fought 
for—believing they were right. 
Into the Southland 
Then that night, they retrenched 
themselves, prepared for a counter­ 
attack from the Blue forces. But the 
attack never came. Victorious in the 
Angle, the Blue cared for their wound­ 
ed and buried their dead and then 
proceeded to strengthen their position. 
All day of July 4, 1863, the Grey 
held Seminary Ridge. 
An occasional 
shot rent the air, but there was no 
J lighting. 
On the night of July 4, just as day­ 
light was breaking into darkness, a 
severe storm broke and, under cover 
of darkness and storm, General Lee 
led his men to Hagerstown and to the
